SHAKEDOWN 

Great  sprinters  have  advanced 
in  the  past  from  victory  in  Tatter- 
sail’s  time  honored  Tramway  Han¬ 
dicap  to  success  in  the  Epsom  a 
few  weeks  later,  but  it  is  doubtful 
if  a  more  spectacular  win  than 
Shakedown’s  at  our  Club  meeting 
at  Randwick  on  September  9  has 
been  recorded. 

Shakedown’s  final  burst  which 
gave  him  victory  by  three  lengths 
was  reminiscent  of  the  perfor¬ 
mances  of  Chatham,  Shannon, 
Bernborough,  and  more  recently 
Chantal’s  runaway  wins  last  year. 

At  one  moment  Foresight,  Prince 
Jandiker,  Mullen’s  Lane  and  Royal  Rene 
were  streaking  away  in  the  lead  with 
Shakedown  a  somewhat  distant  fifth, 
but  as  soon  as  jockey  W.  Burnett  gave 
him  rein  he  caught  them  as  if  they 
had  reached  a  dead-end.  Prince  Jan¬ 
diker  battled  on  gamely  for  second  and 
Mullen’s  Lane  was  a  neck  away  third. 

Shakedown  has  made  a  rapid  rise 
from  mediocre  to  class  form.  He  won 
two  Rosehill  Two-year-olds  last  year, 
but  it  was  not  until  last  June  that  he 
emerged  from  graduation  company  with 
a  success  in  a  Randwick  Peakhurst 
Trial.  But  with  that  success  he  adopted 
the  hall-mark  of  quality  for  his  future 
prospects  when  he  won  by  six  lengths, 
easing  up. 

He  won  two  more  Rosehill  7\  fur¬ 
longs  Welters  in  July  and  August  and 
then  his  Tramway  Handicap  victory  put 
the  unmistakable  stamp  of  class  upon 
his  form  standard,  and  his  admirers 
are  now  guessing  as  to  just  how  far 
this  vast  form  improvement  will  carry 
him. 

MARE  WITH  GOOD  BACKGROUND 
AND  FUTURE 

Chanel,  winner  of  the  Furious  Stakes 
at  Tattersall's  Club’s  meeting  at  Rand¬ 
wick  on  Saturday,  September  9,  had  a 
happy  Wagga  background  for  Club 
member,  Mr.  Frank  Duval. 

Mr.  Duval  is  accepted  as  Australia’s 
biggest  Turf  plunger  when  he  is  away 
from  his  Eastern  commitments  to  spare 
the  time  for  racing  in  Sydney. 

She  could  be  called  a  mare  with  a 
lucrative  background  and  a  bright 
future  on  Sydney  racecourses. 

Mr.  Duval  has  been  a  Tattersall’s 
Club  member  for  two  years. 

At  Wagga  Cup  meeting  last  May  he 
was  losing  heavily  on  the  first  day’s 
racing,  but  Chanel  opened  her  account 
with  a  maiden  win  on  the  second  day, 
followed  by  success  in  the  Wagga  Cup 
with  What  Fun  whom  he  had  backed 
for  figures  varying  up  to  $40,000. 

The  rider  who  brought  home  this 
colossal  punt  was  Neville  Voigt,  appren¬ 
ticed  to  a  successful  trainer  and  mem¬ 
ber  of  Tattersall’s  Club  for  five  years, 


Harry  Plant,  who  made  Bernborough 
one  of  the  greatest  champions  of 
Australian  Turf  history. 

Voigt  was  apprenticed  to  Harry’s 
stable  for  five  years  and  elected  to 
remain  as  number  one  jockey  when  he 
outgrew  his  indentures.  He  has  good 
reason  to  be  glad  for  this  decision,  for 
Harry  has  tutored  him  like  a  father  in 
the  ways  of  the  Turf  and  Voigt  has 
prospered,  not  only  in  good  rides  for 
the  stable,  but  with  remunerative  en¬ 
gagements  from  other  Sydney  stables. 

In  our  Randwick  Furious  Stakes  on 
September  9  Voigt  slipped  Chanel  out 
of  the  barrier  first,  eased  her  tem¬ 
porarily  and  when  Pennyette  and  others 
who  were  prominent  in  the  lead  early 
ran  out  of  steam  he  brought  up  Chanel 
with  a  well-timed  run  and  she  won  the 
money. 

Chanel  is  a  well  bred  four  year  old 
mare  by  Chatsworth,  sire  of  dual  Derby 
winner,  Golden  Sovereign,  who  unfor¬ 
tunately  broke  down  when  he  was  set 
for  a  successful  staying  career. 

Chanel  is  trained  by  former  New 
Zealander  J.  P.  Hayes  who  has  had  a 
successful  career  in  a  short  settling-in 
period  in  Sydney  and  is  assured  of  a 
prosperous  future. 


He  also  trained  Chantal,  winner  of 
the  last  Epsom. 

Mr.  Duval  was  not  at  Randwick  to 
indulge  in  his  customary  spectacular 
plunge  on  Chanel  and  her  price  eased 
from  11/2  to  13/2,  but  the  writer  was 
told  that  his  money  was  well  repre¬ 
sented. 

Neville  Voigt  displayed  perspicacity 
and  a  knowledge  of  horses  when,  after 
Bay  Cobbler  had  courageously  won  the 
Spring  Handicap,  he  realised  he  had 
injured  his  off-fore  leg.  He  quickly  dis¬ 
mounted  and  led  his  horse  back  to 
scale.  Bay  Cobbler  scored  in  a  thrilling 
three  way  photo-finish  with  Sky  Sailor 
and  Royal  Marine,  giving  him  his  fourth 
successive  win,  and  it  will  be  ill  fortune 
if  Spring  prospects  of  such  a  promising 
stayer  are  affected  by  the  injury. 

CHEERS  AMONG 
COMMITTEEMEN 

There  were  mild  but  happy  celebra¬ 
tions  in  the  Committee  Room  at  Tatter- 
sail’s  Club's  Randwick  meeting  on 
Saturday,  September  9,  when  Lecture 
On  won  the  mile  and  a  half  Novice 
Handicap. 

He  was  an  outsider  starting  at  20  to 
1,  and  he  is  owned  by  Mr.  Wal  McCam-

Secret  Passion  had  won  only  two 
races,  a  Newcastle  Maiden  and  a  Can¬ 
terbury  Encourage,  but  his  two  and  a 
half  lengths  Welter  victory  running  away 
indicated  advancing  prospects  in  much 
better  than  welter  company  in  the  not 
too  distant  future. 

Sir  Frank  Packer  raced  Columnist,  a 
great  stayer  twenty  years  ago,  who  won 
the  Caulfield,  Williamstown,  and  Sydney 
Turf  Club  Cups  carrying  9.7.  Columnist 


was  beaten  by  a  short  half  head  by 
Dark  Marne  in  the  1948  Sydney  Cup 
after  his  jockey,  Harold  Badger,  had 
dropped  his  whip  a  furlong  from  home 
just  when  one  stroke  probably  would 
have  turned  that  narrow  defeat  into 
victory. 

Sir  Frank  bred  Columnist  and  since 
has  had  nothing  to  measure  up  to  his 
standard.  He  also  bred  Secret  Passion, 
who  is  by  a  Star  Kingdom  horse,  Secret 
Kingdom,  who  was  prevented  from 
racing  by  an  injury  but  already  is  being 
represented  by  some  highly  promising 
stock. 

Secret  Passion  is  trained  by  Arthur 
Ward,  a  crack  jockey  a  few  years  ago, 
who  is  now  making  his  name  as  a 
Randwick  trainer.  He  has  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Tattersall’s  Club  for  three  years. 

ROMAN  CONSUL  WINS  THE 
CHELMSFORD  STAKES 

To  land  a  weight  for  age  classic 
like  the  Chelmsford  Stakes  with  a 
novice  winner  is  no  mean  feat,  but 
Randwick  trainer  T.  J.  Smith  achieved 
this  with  Roman  Consul  at  Tattersall’s 
Club's  Randwick  meeting  on  September 
9. 

In  three  prior  starts  Roman  Consul 
had  been  successful  only  once  in  a 
Warwick  Farm  East  Hills  mile  Novice 
on  August  26,  but  suddenly  improving 
to  a  brilliant  standard  of  form,  he 
gained  a  striking  victory  by  a  neck  over 
the  highly  performed  Winfreux  in  the 
last  two  strides  of  the  race. 

Trainer  Tommy  Smith,  who  has  been 
a  Club  member  for  19  years,  had  twice 
before  won  the  Chelmsford  Stakes  — 
in  1960  with  Tulloch  and  1965  with 
Pyramus  —  but  he  was  more  elated 
than  before  when  Roman  Consul  com¬ 
pleted  the  hat-trick  for  his  stable  on 
September  9. 

One  reason  for  this  was  that  Roman 
Consul  had  saved  the  day  for  Tommy 
Smith.  His  stable-mate,  Jupiter,  first 
string  for  the  Derby,  had  suffered  an 
injury  which  put  him  out  of  Spring 
training.  Roman  Consul  was  the  sub¬ 
stitute  who  had  to  do  the  job  for  the 
Smith  establishment. 

And  how  worthily  he  rose  to  the 
occasion! 

Winfreux  was  the  even  money 
favorite  for  the  race  on  a  list  of  deeds 
which  ranked  him  among  the  outstand¬ 
ing  horses  of  the  past  two  seasons. 
He  had  won  the  Stradbroke  and  Doom- 
ben  Ten  Thousand  as  a  three  year  old 
and  the  Doomben  Cup  at  four  years  in 
record  time  for  11  furlongs  of  2.13  4/5. 
Besides  this  he  had  won  at  weight-for¬ 
age  in  Melbourne  and  Brisbane,  and  at 
his  last  start  before  coming  to  Sydney 
for  the  Chelmsford  had  led  all  the  way 
for  a  win  in  the  10£  furlongs  Exhibition 
Handicap  at  Eagle  Farm,  Brisbane,  with 
9.11  on  his  back. 

Some  punters  were  critical  about  his 
trying  to  lead  all  the  way  in  the 
Chelmsford  with  9.4  on  a  soft,  slow 
track,  but  he  is  a  long  strider  who  likes 


to  set  his  own  speed  and  that  is  what 
his  Queensland  jockey,  L.  Rowe,  was 
letting  him  do.  He  had  only  one  prior 
run  at  Randwick  in  last  year’s  Metro¬ 
politan,  a  mile  and  five  furlongs  in 
which  he  seemed  to  handle  our  turns 
awkwardly  (although  we  race  in  the 
same  direction  as  Brisbane),  and  he 
finished  only  fourth  to  Duo. 

He  showed  the  same  waywardness 
when  he  had  shaken  off  challenges  by 
Gay  Gauntlet  and  The  Snowburner  in 
the  Chelmsford,  and  probably  he  was 
not  stretching  out  with  the  same  deter¬ 
mination  he  had  shown  in  his  best 
races  when  Roman  Consul  advanced 
from  near  the  rear  to  issue  his  chal¬ 
lenge  in  the  final  furlong. 

This  enabled  Roman  Consul,  with  his 
5  lb.  allowance  reducing  his  weight  to 
a  meagre  7.4,  to  catch  and  defeat  him. 
But  to  go  down  at  a  two  stone  weight 
concession  to  such  a  promising  three 
year  old  was  no  disgrace  so  far  as 
Winfreux  was  concerned. 

It  was  a  slow  track  as  the  time, 

1  56.1  for  nine  furlongs  proved,  so  it 
could  be  emphasised  that  both  Roman 
Consul  in  triumph  and  Winfreux  in 
defeat  were  highly  impressive. 

The  performance  revealed  Winfreux 
as  still  a  great  racehorse  with  bright 
Spring  prospects  in  Sydney  and  Mel¬ 
bourne  in  the  next  two  months. 

It  was  gratifying  to  a  host  of  friends 
to  see  Mr.  Len  P.  Plasto,  owner  of 
Roman  Consul,  get  a  really  good 
horse  at  last.  He  has  been  a  supporter 
of  the  Turf  in  a  big  way  for  many  years, 
but  this  three-year-old  is  the  first  to 
whose  future  he  can  look  forward  with 
confidence.  He  won  the  Queensland 
Derby  with  Bahram  Star  last  year,  but 
Roman  Consul  is  going  to  be  a  much 
better  proposition. 

Trainer  Tommy  Smith  bought  Roman 
Consul  for  2000  guineas  as  a  yearling 
in  New  Zealand  to  race  solely  in  his 
own  name.  It  was  intended  to  be  the 
first  horse  solely  owned  by  him  since 
he  won  the  1949  A.J.C.  Derby  with  a 
maiden,  Playboy.  But  Mr.  Plasto,  who 
raced  Bahram  Star  in  his  stable,  wanted 
a  horse  and  he  let  him  purchase 
Roman  Consul. 

In  winning  at  weight-for-age  one  jump 
from  a  Warwick  Farm  Novice,  Roman 
Consul  followed  in  the  footsteps  of  a 
great  champion,  Peter  Pan,  who  landed 
the  Hill  Stakes  in  1932  after  dead¬ 
heating  for  first  with  Babili  in  the  self¬ 
same  Warwick  Farm  Novice  which 
Roman  Consul  won  only  by  his  Roman 
nose  from  Delrepar  on  August  26. 

Len  Plasto’s  belated  acquisition  of 
Roman  Consul  could  have  a  good 
omen. 

The  late  Mr.  Len  Haley  was  without 
a  New  Zealand  youngster  on  one  of 
Tom’s  returns  from  yearling  buying  in 
that  country.  So  Tom  allotted  him  the 
yearling  by  Khorassan  from  Florida.  It 
turned  out  to  be  Tulloch,  winner  of  a 
record  $220,247!
